The subject matter of the second paragraph of Appellant's Summary (Brief, page 6) does not describe the subject matter of an independent 
claim; therefore, Appellant has not provided a concise explanation of the subject matter defined in each of the independent claims involved 
in the appeal as required by 37 CFR 41.37(c)(1)(v). 

In regard to the paragraph bridging pages 6 and 7 of the Brief, Appellant's characterization of "an isolation device" (therefore, one isolation 
device) as corresponding to items 50, 52, 54, 64 and 66 is contrary to the disclosure since items 50, 64 and 66 are disclosed as separate 
isolation devices (page 9, lines 8-9 and 21-22), so this characterization does not accurately explain the subject matter defined in 
independent claim 35. Also note Appellant's characterization of item 52 as "the outer wall portion 52 of the isolation device 50" (page 7, 
lines 5-6 and 10 of Brief) and as "the outer wall 52 of the isolation device" (page 7, line 7), which further contradicts the record established 
in the Summary (Brief, pages 6-7) as to which items are isolation devices. It is also unclear how isolation device 64 would be considered to 
be "adjacent the solid substrate or mandrel 42". In further regard to the paragraph bridging pages 6 and 7 of the Brief, the sentence 
beginning "The precursor gases..." and the sentence beginning 'The open channel 58..." do not describe the subject matter of an 
independent claim; therefore, Appellant has not provided a concise explanation of the subject matter defined in each of the independent 
claims involved in the appeal as required by 37 CFR 41.37(c)(1)(v). Appellant's characterization of item 36 as indicating "rotatpon]" is 
contrary to the disclosure since item 36 is disclosed as a shaft (page 6, line 12), so this characterization does not accurately explain the 
subject matter defined in independent claim 35. 
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
